The file contains an application for 
immigration visa and Alien Registration Number I-651U|21 dated September 8, 19l|8, 
at the American Consulate, Damascus, Syria o The subject applied under the 
name ISMA’IL R. FARUQI , a student, and the application was for a non-quota 
immigration visa as a student with a letter of acceptance from the Indiana Univer- 
sity Graduate School® ISMA'IL FARUQI advised that he was born January 1, 1921, 
at Jaffa, Palestine, and that his nationality is Palestinian® Kis last permanent 
address was listed as Parliament Street^ Damascus, Syria, and his destination was 
Indiana University Graduate School, Bloomington, Indiana. In addition, the 
application reflects that from 1936 to 19i|2 FARUQI resided at Beirut, Lebanon; 
from 19i|2 to 19i|8 at Jerusalem, Palestine, and from May of 19i|8 to the date of 
application at Damascus, Syria. Ke indicated a knowledge of Arabic , French, 
English, and German and advised that he was coming to the United States to 
study philosophy. FARUQI arrived in the United States at the port of New York 
on September 15, 19i|8, under the provisions of Section i| (E) of the Immigration 
Act of 192i| and he was traveling on Non-quota Immigration Visa Number 20 and 
Passport Number li|6021 issued to ISMAIL RAGI ABUL el FARUQI by the British High 
Commissioner at Jerusalem, Palestine, for the period extending from April 1, 19i|2, 
to April 1, 19ii9o

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The INS file contains a negative police record and a. medical certificate 
for ISMA'IL FARUQI in addition to a letter from the office of the Arab High Executive 
for Palestine dated September 1+, 191+8* certifying the subject’s date and place of 
birth. 

By letter dated September 30, 191+9, from INS to ISMA ! IL FARUQI, he was 
advised that permission had been granted for him to ■ transfer from the University of 
Minnesota to Harvard University, and he was also advised that his records were

It lists Mrs. A# N. LARSEN of 
Alderwood Manor, Washington, sister of the bride, and TAYSIR TAGI EL FARUQI 
of Jaffa, cousin of the groom, as attendants. After the marriage the couple 
planned a honeymoon in Yellowstone National Park. It states further that 
the bride was -educated at Montana. State University, Missoula, Montana, and the 
University of Indiana. The groom has attended American University at Beirut, 
Lebanon and the University St. Joseph, Beirut, Lebanon. He has also attended 
Indiana University and Harvard. The couple were reported to intend to live at

FARUQI planned to depart February 21, by air, for 
a one month tour of Saudi Arabia.

On November 8, 1974, PH T-3 advised that subject is 
a Professor of Islamic Arts at Temple University. He stated 
that subject resides at 323 Bent Road, Wyncote, Pa., telephone 
number 887-4354. Source further advised that subject's wife 
is an American and has a Muslim first name of SHKAR. 

Source stated that subject receives financial 
assistance from Libya. The money is being issued to start an 
Islamic ‘Center in the Philadelphia area. Source believes that 
subject has a strong link with the Black Community, primarily 
the Hanafi and Suni Muslims. In this regard he believes that 
subject provides financial assistance in the form of scholar- 
ships for certain Blacks to study the Islamic religion. 

Source further believes that subject is not involved 
in Arab terroristic activities. Subject is considered a 
traitor by the Palestine Liberation’ Organization as he worked 
for the British under their mandate in 1948 and he sold land 
in Palestine to the Jews shortly before immigrating to the 
United States.. In addition, source feels that subject does 
not accept the activities of GEORGE HABASH or YASSAR
